Actually the terminators used for PC based thin net networks work 
well. They are alleged to be rated at 1/2 watt to 2 watts, but most 
are metal cased, well shielded and have rather good heat sink capacity 
with the BNC connectors etc. Even more so when you put on an S0239 
type adaptor on the BNC. One is supplied with each network card but 
only one is needed at the very end of the daisy chain, so they 
accumulate around anywhere that network expansions are going on. 

They handle 5 watts intermittently rather easily. The highest 

rating I have found for one of these is 2 watts, but I suspect 

those are continous duty ratings.

CAPACITANCE vs. VOLTAGE for some common diodes. 


The QRP-L thread on "what's the capacitance of a 1N4004," etc. made 
me take the following measurements only moments ago. It is based on 
a sample of one, but from experience, the 1N4000's and the 1N5232 is 
very close to previous usage. See notes below. 


I just finished building a junk-box VFO for the Winter QRPp "Hints and 
Kinks" (hitting the streets next week I think) and used 1N4001's to 
make a 2-3v poor-man's regulator as the "varicap" reference, and a 
1N914 for the actual varicap, which tunes the VFO from 7.024-7.063 MHz. 
As can be seen from the data below, while it is very practical to use 
1N4000 series, etc. aS a poor-man's varicap, it is also rather silly to 
reverse bias them much more than 2 or 3 volts. Beyond that, the 
Capacitance change is miniscule, not to mention rather small! 


Next project ... measure the Q's of the following diodes, as the Q 
goes up as the reverse voltage goes up (higher Q at 4v than at Ov).

I think that if you look in just about any ARRL handbook they have the 
equation for building coils. First find the inductance the orginal coil 
would be and then, with find the equivilent coil with the parts you have. 
Also, if you are building a tuned circuit with your coil, it is possible to 
change the value of the cap.

I guess my post on the portable antenna idea was not specific 
enough, 
based on returning comments. 


First, please note: Even though the antenna was mounted on top of 

my 

car, it was intended as a PORTABLE antenna, NOT a mobile 

antenna; 

the car was being used as a convenient ground plane for the 

antenna, 

and the coax was run to the portable shack location. It works equaally 
well on Mother-in -law's car, friend's car, stranger's car (standard 
disclaimers apply) 


The antenna is your standard hustler mobile antenna. It is the mount 
that I am describing: 


The basic parts are 1) a piece of heavy sheet metal 12 inches 
square. 
2) a standard ball mount with an L shaped mounting bracket. 


3) three 10-24 countersunk head screws and nuts 
4) tape for protecting edges of the sheet metal 
5) coax to attach antenna 


The L shaped bracket is mounted in the center of the metal sheet 

using 

countersunk holes in the sheet so the bottom remains flat. 

Loosen the split halves of the ball mount and rotate it so the antenna 
will 

be at right angles to the sheet metal. Put tape along the edges of the 
sheet metal and also cover the screw heads with tape. 

Attach the coax center conductor to the ball connection and the braid 
to the plate. 


Screw the hustler into the ball mount and set the plate in the center of 
the vehicle roof. If it is windy, use some duct tape to hold in place. 
Adjust the hustler for resonance and you are on the air! 

Note that there is no electrical connection to the car other than the 
capacity between the plate and car roof. 


I have had good luck with this set-up. Let me know how it works for 
you. I still haven't tried 80m yet, but assume it will do ok. 40 and 20 
both work well....

What is it? 
A: The FYBO Winter QRP Field Day, sponsored by the AZ ScQRPions, is 
held in February each year (Feb 7th for 1998). It's a Field Day in the 
dead of winter, with a twist - your current operating temp is part of 
the exchange, so you get to see whether your fellow FYBO Ops are 
roasting by the fireplace or huddled in a snowcave. Also, there is a 
temperature multiplier - your lowest operating temp is used in figuring 
your score! 

What does FYBO stand for? 


A: "Freeze Your B____ Off". The "B____" stands for whatever you 
care to put in there. Officially there is no single word that it 
represents. We ScQRPions are a flexible, accommodating bunch. :-) 


Is it true the Ice Weasels will come after me if I don't 
get on the air for FYBO? 


A: Those are unsubstantiated rumors, but why tempt fate...? 


Do I have to be in the Field to participate in FYBO? 


A: Heck no! Operate from the cozy comfort of your den if you choose! 
Someone has to be sending warm temps to the Field Ops so we can 
dream of being warm. :) If some brave soul sends 10F as their temp, 
offer the critter a spot by the fireplace after the contest. :) 


What is the "operating temperature"? 
A: This is the temperature at the actual operating position, the temp 


that the operator and rig are exposed to at any given time. Stick a 
thermometer next to your paddles and you'll get your operating temp. 


I noticed the Multi-op category - can we have more than one rig 
on the air at a time? 


A: Yes and no. The Multi-op category is meant to be multi-single. 
HOWEVER, that only applies per callsign. If you have 4 xmitters 


and all 4 ops use their own callsigns while on the air, that's 
great! The idea is that a club can put their callsign on the air 
while other members work fellow FYBO ops with their own calls. 
Hopefully this will result in more callsigns on the air, and we 
all get to fill our logbooks. ;-) 


So.... Only one callsign per rig at a time please, but by all 
means set up more than one station! Pumping that key will keep 
everyone warm. :-) 


6) What qualifies as "Alternative power"? 


Batteries, solar/wind/hydro, voles on a running wheel, really 
anything as long as you're not hooked up to the AC power mains. 


7) If I turn on the heater after the first hour of the contest, does 
that invalidate my lowest operating temp? Is it fair? 


A: No and Yes, respectively. Safety first! If you need to stay warm, do 
whatever it takes! There is a bit of a sticking point though. Consider 
the following situation. 


Operator A is at home, snug and warm. During 30 minutes of FYBO 
he opens the window to the shack and drops his operating temp 
to 35F to get a better multi, then closes the window and cranks 
up the heat again. 


Operator B is a diehard winter camper. She sets up in a snowcave 
and spends all FYBO at 35F. 


Operator C is also in the Field, on a rare sunny winter's day. The 
WX begins to deteriorate, and in 30 minutes the temp drops to 35F. 
Our hero decides to play it safe, goes QRT and heads home. 


Now, all three ops end up with the same Temp Multi. Is it fair? 
I don't have the answer, and everyone who reads the above will come 
to different conclusions. 


The bottom line is that FYBO is all about FUN! Yes, F-U-N! You shouldn't 
have to stress over such minutiae. Let your conscience be your guide. 

Be safe and have fun. Operate in whatever manner makes that possible 

for you.

Claton, I found my manual, and you want to adjust R149 to set the "10 
watt" output power level. 


With the top cover removed and the dial facing you, R149 is the pot 
immediately behind the small white 4-pin connector about 40% of the way 
over from the right side. The pot to the immediate right of that 
connector is R151, which sets the "50 watt" level. (This sets the max 
power output for AM operation.) Immediately to the right of R151 is R150 
which sets the "100 watt" level. 


All this is shown in Fig. 7 - 1 on page 23 of the manual. 


Hope this helps!

emails I received. I spent a few hours online last evening to further explore 
my question. I did find an answer and thought I would relay that information 

here so it may be of help to anyone else. 


This is from the RAC - Radio Amateurs of Canada 
(If I understand correctly, they are the ARRL equiv. in Canada). 


Canada - United States Reciprocal Agreement 


Canada and the United States have signed a reciprocal 
amateur radio agreement. In the terms of the agreement, 
amateurs may operate in the host country in accordance 
with the rules and regulations ofthe host country and in 
accordance with the terms and conditions of the amateur 
licence issued by the amateur's country. 


Briefly, this means that visiting amateurs must obey the 
rules of the host country and the licence conditions of 
the country which issued their licence. 


There is no need for paperwork or other formalities when 
exchanging visits between Canada and the United States. 


Under the terms of the agreement, the visitor should give 
his or her call sign and location, e.g. VE3FRS/W9 or 
NOCFX/VE3. However, it is unlikely that anyone would 
complain if the form VE3/N9CFX were used. 


A copy of the regulations of Canada is available from 
Industry Canada.

Those of you that watch the SLB's off and on might note that it often 
takes a LONG time to fix things over in Russia.. 


The "V" is particularly loud in the Central USA right around this time 
of year for wintertime path reasons, but for the last two weeks or so it 
is sick! Apparently, a filter capacitor is going out in the power 
supply, or AC hum is getting into the oscillator, which we know can be 
used for FSK because every now and then they forget to shut it off FSK 
just before they bring it up on 7.002.... 


I've not had a scope to look at it out at my site, but by ear, the hum 
modulation on the carrier is about 100CPS. It sounds garbled. 


Is Russia on 50 Hz power or 60 Hz power? 


I've noted that when what appeared to be a frayed paper tape in the tape 
keyer was garbaging the "K" beacon up on 7.0401, it took a couple of 
months to replace or repair it! 


It will be interesting to see how long it takes them to fix the 
instability in the "V". It's been in there for over two weeks now...

I appreciate the assistance everyone gave me. There were several conflicting 

emails I received. I spent a few hours online last evening to further explore 
my question. I did find an answer and thought I would relay that information 

here so it may be of help to anyone else. 


This is from the RAC - Radio Amateurs of Canada 
(If I understand correctly, they are the ARRL equiv. in Canada). 


Canada - United States Reciprocal Agreement 


Canada and the United States have signed a reciprocal 
amateur radio agreement. In the terms of the agreement, 
amateurs may operate in the host country in accordance 
with the rules and regulations ofthe host country and in 
accordance with the terms and conditions of the amateur 
licence issued by the amateur's country. 


Briefly, this means that visiting amateurs must obey the 
rules of the host country and the licence conditions of 
the country which issued their licence. 


There is no need for paperwork or other formalities when 
exchanging visits between Canada and the United States. 


Under the terms of the agreement, the visitor should give 
his or her call sign and location, e.g. VE3FRS/W9 or 
NOCFX/VE3. However, it is unlikely that anyone would 
complain if the form VE3/N9CFX were used. 


A copy of the regulations of Canada is available from 
Industry Canada.

Hi, 


I've just put up yet another dipole. Now, this one has one leg (the 
ground leg) running along a wall (steel reinforced concrete) and the other 
leg out in the open, up on the 11th floor. 


Upon testing, the SWR 1:1 point is about 5.8MHz. The length of each leg 
is equal, a little under 10M long each. Now, I want to trim this antenna and 
bring the resonant frequency up to 7.04MHz. However, due to the assymetry in 
the setup (one leg near wall, the other in open space), I am not sure if I 
should trim both legs equally, or just trim one leg. 


Can someone share with me what the normal procedure is for this sort of 
pruning (if there is in fact a 'normal' procedure)? Thanks a lot.

Hello to all: 


I've been using my Pixie II / MRX-40 / Tick Keyer combo for about 30 days 
and before I put the rig on the shelf for a while I wanted to advise the 
group of the Pixie's progress. I've also noticed the recent discussions of 
rig cost and whether QRP is good for beginners so I thought I'd toss in my 
2 cents on those topics as well. 


I built the Pixie on Dec 5 and 6and made my first Pixie QSO on Dec 7, made 
my 61st (with the 50th amateur station) on Jan 5. The distribution by 
state/province is as follows:

My antenna is a wire dipole cut for 40m -- no tuner. The rig is powered by 
a 9v alkaline battery -- when the batteries are too spent to operate the 
Pixie II / MRX-40 properly I use them to power the Tick Keyer. I guess the 
Pixie puts out about 200 milliwatts with the 9v battery -- less when the 
battery's power gets low :-) 


I find it interesting that I had so many contacts with NJ and NY. My 
dipole runs Northeast to Southwest -- I had a hard time getting NJ and NY 
when was using my Scout at 5 watts. 


Roughly half of my QSOs were short contest exchanges, but I also had some 
good long rag chews (half hour plus) on the Pixie. Had a couple QRPp to 
QRPp QSOs as well. Got some good distance too -- FL and LA are about 900+ 
miles from me. 


Cost -- the HSC Pixie II kit was $10 plus $6 shipping. The MRX-40 is $18. 
My enclosure, switches, BNC connector and other misc stuff is about $10. 

So I've got about $44 in this rig. As for the rest of the station -- the 
Tick was $21, I've got about $40 in my 40m dipole and my Ten Tec paddles 
were $39. Toss is $10 for other little stuff I've forgotten and you've got 
$154 for the whole deal. 


As for QRP being for beginners -- I'm a beginner. I've been a ham for 15 
months -- on the air for 13. I started out with the Scout at 50 watts. 
After I worked New Zealand I figured maybe 50 watts was too much. The ARCI 
spring QSO party sealed it -- the Scout's been at 5 watts ever since. If I 
get HI (and cards from UT and MS) I'll have all 50 states confirmed at QRP. 
QRPp is a real challenge -- maybe its not for beginners. But it is 
definitely a thrill to make contacts using very low power, especially with 
gear you've built yourself. 


I'm on to new projects. Just finished my OHR DD-1, the OHR 100A is in 
process, and my GM-10 arrived yesterday. Need to get some test instruments 
-- like a freq counter -- to check these fancy kits out :-).

Daniel, 


You have to be pulling not only our collective leg but also the leg 
of the Antenna! 


All bets are off, you have a capacitive effect on that one leg that 
has to be pulling the resonant frequency down it has to be as 
unbalanced as a one legged pirate with too much ale. 


Ok, let's start off with what is the original length? Was it 
trimmed for 7 MHz to start with? Is it fed with coax? Assume no 
tuner? 


A "normal" calculation way is to take the actual length and 
multiply that by the actual resonant frequency. That gives you the 
estimated constant, given the materials and environment at hand. Then 
you take that constant and divide it by the desired frequency and you 
get the new length. It does not matter if you use MHz, KHz Hz; nor 
length o£ the whole dipole or just a leg, nor feet or metric (as long 
as you go back by the same terms.) 


The "normal" way to do it by hand is to trim off or fold back the 
ends until you have it one the frequency desired. 


There was a manual by the Unidila folks years ago which explained 
how to trim unequally to compensate for capacitive effect of metal 
roofs under one end, but I've forgotten what it said! But you really 


have an unbalanced dipole there so one leg should not equal the other. 


I'd try to get the thing in the clear or wire the ground end as you 
call it to the rerod and call it a 1/4 horizonal and just work on the 
leg that is sticking out. 


The again, why not a sloping dipole using the building as a 
"reflector? At least you would have more radiating wire out there. 
Or a long wire from the window.

>just due to the fact that they have a large range in C. 


I can say with a sample of one that the 1N4148 does not make a good choice. 
I used one for the FSKing of the transmit mixer in a 9020 and we discovered 
that the rig would work fine for a few minutes then it would drift and 
finally the shift would almost disappear. I traced the problem to this 
diode. I assume it's the heating effect of the junction. Perhaps in a very 
low current circuit it would be fine, but then there are other diode too. 


On the other hand, the 1N4002 I used for the BFO receive shift has been 
working fine and seems plenty stable for rtty, amtor and pactor reception. 


Years back I use a 15 volt zener for a RIT mod on my HW-8. As I recall the 


article mentioned that zeners and varicaps have similar construction. 
zener worked well. Here again this is data based on a sample of one.
